In my experience I have found 
that the point that should be em- 
phasized more than any other in 
teaching the correct swing for 
the drive is that the left hand is 
the dominating or master hand 
and should control and guide the 
swing. 

The club head should be 
taken back with the left hand, 
keeping a straight left arm. One 
of the commonest faults is in 
letting the right hand do the 
guiding. Lifting the club head 
back with the right hand is re- 
sponsible for all the mistakes in 
the back swing.
